Women addicted to “ high society ” habits 
are undesirable life insurance risks in the 
eyes of leaders in the American Life conven- 
tion which opened yesterday in Chicago. 

All other women are aproaching a stage 
of social, economic and financial independ - 
ence which is causing them to be considered 
equally as good risks as men. Self-support- 
ing women in domestic and industrial trades 
particularly are winning favor with insur- 
ance companies and their riek already is 
classified as safe than most men. Their mor- 
tality rate is much lower. 


Urge Health Laws. 

There is opportunity for women as a gen- 
eral class to bécome safer risks and mem- 
bers of the insurance convention advocated 
health legislation which would aid in the 
“conservation of life” particularly of 
women. P. D. Gold Jr. of rGeenebero.. N. C., 
president of the convention, went on record 
as in favor of hygienic weddings as advo- 
cated anti enforced by Dean Walter T. Sum- 
ner of Chicago in all ceremonies he per- 


forms. . 


“Many life insurance companies,” said 


President Gold at the Hotel La Salle, where 


the convention sessions are being held, “ are 
removing women from the undesirable risk 
class. In the past most companies have re- 
frained from soliciting or writing policies for 
women on the theory primarily that the ob- 
ject of life insurance is to protect women 
and children after the death of husband and 
father. 

The proper risk has been on the man—the 
head of the house. There always has been 
more or less fear of a policy on the life of a 
woman, for there have been many unscrupu- 
lous men to hasten profit by the death of 
their wives. Now, however, more safe- 
guards are being used and there is less ob- 
jection to writing a woman applicant. 


Favor Working Women. 

The chief reason for more liberal feeling 
toward women, though, is found in the large 
increase in working women. There are some 
6,000,000 women earning their own living in 
America today. Many of these have rela- 
tives or partly dependent upon them and 
they make good risks. In the industrial 
trades women are far better risks than men. 
Their mortality is much lower.“ 

President Gold sidestepped the issue of 
whether society women are desirable as 
policy holders, but a fellow leader answered: 

“Women wh live the so-called high life 
have a hard time getting insurance on their 
lives. Companies do not want to take them. 
They eat such indigestible viands, drink sc 
many harmful beverages that their system 
soon is wrecked and they go the quick route 
to the grave.“ 

On the subject of hygienic weddings, Presi- 
dent Gold was emphatic. 


For “Hygienic Weddings,”’ 
„ Hereditary disease, he said, ie the 
greatest foe of conservation of life. Mar- 
riage of unhealthful persons propogates 


these diseases. If legielation could be se- 


cured making it compulsory that both men 
and woman submit to medical examination 


before being granted aGficense to wed life 
insurance linterests would welcome the laws 
as a long step towerd the prolongation of 
human. life. 

„Until legislation is obtained it would help 
to some extent for ministers to follow the 

ple of Dean Sumner and ¢efuse to off- 
clate for couples who fail to gain medical 
certificates." 

As one other step toward better health 
legislation President Gold advocated state 
lawe which .would compel the registration 
of births and deaths. 

Bighty-eight of the younger insurance 
companies of America are members of the 
,organization and during the last year the 
total volume of business amounted to 81.328, 
309,999 according to the official flgures given 
out by the president. This represented a 
gain of $278,396,73 over 1911, it is said.

Admits Division of “Swag.” 

The admissions of the chief of police con- 
cerning the splitting of slot machine money 
furnished the sensation of theday. He made 
hie confession to Attorney Patterson, who 
has been retained as special counsel by the 
decent element of the city administration to 
try to drive out the grafters. The chief dis- 
cussed the division of the raid prige money in 
much the same manner that he would talk 
of buying a sack of potatoes. ;

Ticket Question Most Important. 

The state ticket question was the most im- 
portant one that could come before the con- 
vention. The first expression along this 
line came at the morning session, when 
Willlam Smyth of Cedar Rapids offered a 
motion to adjourn until 1 o'clock. The mo- 
tion was seconded but not recognized. 

This action was taken to mean that there 
were those who did not propose to permit a 
discussion of the ticket question until the 
last moment. Frank B. Miller of Cedar 
Falls, temporary chairman, was accused by 
Smyth of playing favorites. The session was 
dismissed in an irregular way, and met at 2 
o'clock again to take up its work. 

The credentials committee and the perma- 
nent organization committee were late in 
making their reports. The report of the 
permanent organization committee recom- 
mended H. 8. Betty of Davenport for per- 
manent chairman. 

An attempt to receive a report of the nom 
nations committee before that of the resolu- 
tlons committee brought down a storm of 
disapproval from those against a ticket. 
Smyth took occasion to denounce the steam 
roller and railroad methods. But, regard- 
less of this, the report was read. 


Report Received After Hot Debate. 

A motion to receive the report and dis- 
charge the committee brought out a motion 
to lay the report on the table. A stormy 
discussion in which personalities had a part 
ensued. The report wes received. 

Smyth again demanded the floor. He was 
hooted by frienda of a state ticket and cheered 
by the few who were with him. But the 
noise was #0 great that Smyth could not 
be heard. Smyth presented a resolution 
passed by the Fifth district caucus. It was 
to the effect that the convention opposes 
a state ticket, but that In case it was found

Smyth Takes Defeat Gamely. 

Smyth said that he had been beaten fairky 
and that he was ready to submit to the- 
jority vote. From that on the convention 
moved smoothly.

ROOSEVELT FINDS | 
IOWA HIS FRIEND 


Hawkeye State Opens Arms to 
Greet the Progressive 
Leader.

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 4.—[ Special. ]—Iowa 
showed its affection for Col, Roosevelt today. 
Everywhere he was enthusiastically received. 
From 7 o'clock in the morning, when he 
spoke to 5,000 people at Keokuk, until 4 in 
the afternoon, when Des Moines, the capi- 
tal, turned out as rarely in its history to 
greet him, Roosevelt's progress was tri- 
umphal in its character. 

The country people came in wagons, bug- 
gies, surreys, and motor cars for miles 
around to hear the Progressive nominee, 
They came on foot, although the day was 
hot. 

Among those who greeted him were many 
old ladies and apparently all of the young 
men in the neighborhood. One white haired 
grandmother brought the colonel a bunch of 
flowers which she said she had picked on her 
own garden, and all brought smiles of wel- 
come for the colonel, who, they shouted, was 
their candidate. 


Colonel Delighted by Welcome. 

The colonel was delighted at the welcome 
extended to him here and because of the re- 
turns from Vermont. His optimism was re- 
flected in What he said today. He spoke 
with vim and assailed Penrose, Barnes, 
Crane, Archbold, and all the men against 
whom he has leveled his spear. 

At Eldon, where he spoke from e 
Dile in front of the grand stand at the fair 
grounds, he had to walk the distance of a 
city block through the tall grass in the broil- 
ing sun to get back to his car. When 
he boarded the train he looked as if he had 
just emerged from the steam room of a 
Turkish bath. Addressing Ceci! Lyon, who 
is accompanying the party, ha,remarked in 
mock seriousness: 

“Think of it—sixty days more of this,“ 
and then he quickly added, as if fearing he 
might be misunderstood, ‘‘ But I don't mind 
it, it's a bully fight and I take it as it 
comes.” 


Railroaders and Babies. 

A company of railroad men at Eldon 
cheered the colonel enthusiastically, their 
voices swelling the volume of noise made 
dy that of more than 5,000 working men and 
farmers. Several women pressed forward 
with their babies. Roosevelt seized the 
babies and held them up before the crowd, 
exclaiming: God bless them. here was 
a crowd of 5,000 at Mont Zion, where the 
colonel spoke for thirty.minutes. 

At a way station on the sunny side of Ot- 
tumwa the reception committee boarded the 
train and proceeded to occupy: every inch of 
available space in the colonel’s private car. 
The colonel was good humoredabout it, greet- 
ing every man cordially and saying @s he 
fied. to his stateroom: 

“The only time I'd like to de an octopus 
is when I am shaking hands like is.“ 

Workers Shout Welcome, 

Upon arrival at Ottumwa hundreds of 
workingmen shouted a welcome to the colonel 
and struggled to grasp his hand. 

At Beacon the colonel and his party were 
met by a committee and taken in an automo- 
bile across country to Oskaloosa. Here in 
the city hall park he addressed another big 
crowd, 

Des Moines opened wide its arms for the 
colonel. At the station a large number of 
people enthusiastically acclaimed him. He 
pushed his way through them to an automo- 
bile and, escorted by two mounted policemen, 
the bridles of whose horses were decorated 
with bandanas, he was hurried to the Coli- 
seum through s lined with enthusiastic 
crowds. He arrived just as the convention 
was nominating former. Judge John Stevens 
as Progressive candidate for governor, 


Attacks Bosses in Old Parties. 

When the colonel ascended the platform 
8,000 throats gave a roaring welcome to the 
Progressive nominee. The colonel told his 
audience they would find before the election 
the old Republican party swept completely 
aside and the fight between the Progressive 
and the machine Democracy. He explainéd 
why the Republicans ought to join the new 
movement and why the Democrats should do 
go ahd repeated his well known statement 
that nothing is to be gained by exchanging 
the whips of Crane, Penrose, Barnes, et al.

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NEW SYSTEM FOR SCHOOLS 


Experts to Plan Agricultural and 
Vocational Courses. 


WILL USE COOLEY’S DATA. 


Many Want Practical Education in the 
Lewer Grades. 


THino!s will have a model educational sys- 
tem, embracing general courses in agricul- 
tural and vocational training, if the state 
legislature will enact into law a bill to be 
prepared before winter by a commission of 
experts named yesterday. 

President B. F. Harris of the Illinois Bank- 
ers’ assoctation named the nine men who 
will work out a new educational pian for the 
public, schools of Ijdinois. He acted as chair- 
man of the first general state conference of 
all interests concerned in improving the edu- 
cetional system. The recent conference was 
held in Springfield on Aug. 14, and the deter- 
mination was made to try to improve the 
schools to better prepare Illinois boys and 
girle for actual lifework.

There has been some differ- 
ence of opinion as to whether the new courses 
should be Mmited to the high schools or also 
be included in the lower grades. 

„Mr. Cooley is a strong advocate of in- 
dustrial trailing in the grades. He believes 
the sooner the child begins industrial work in 
the school the better for him. The question 
will be decided by the subcommittee. 

It is the intention to draft the proposed 
bill with all the speed possible compatible 
with a thorough study of the matter involv- 
ed in working out a first class system.

The year previous the deficit was $91,000, 

In his recent report three weeks ago to the 
board of charities and corrections the warden 
presented glowing figures regarding the 
financial status of the prison, but not one 
word concerning treatment of the prisoners. 

Even this report was welcomed by the resi- 
dents of Michigan. For years politics, graft, 
and contract labor had served at the Jack- 
son prison to give it a national notoriety. 
Less than four years ago the warden was dis- 
missed in disgrace, prosecuted, and sent to 
the Detroit house of correction, One of the 
members of the board of control was once an 
inmate of the prison. 


Trouble Serious as Ever. 


By comparison of the present with the re- 
cent past, the public has the impression that 
politics has been largely eliminated. If it 
has it is because of the board of control and 
the warden, rather than the system. Em- 
ployés are appointed and dismissed at will, 
the state having no civil service system. It 
is said that more work is done than formerly. 
However, the trouble between the manage- 
ment and the prisoners is now as serious ae 
under the old régime. 

Although the officials have refrained from 
giving out much information it can be stated 
that little if anything w being done along 
the lines of modern prison management. The 
system used is a mongrel between the old 
and new methods. The board of control has 
announced that it will returm to the old sys- 
tem, rather than attempt experiments with 
the new ideas which have proved successful 
in Colorado and Oregon. 

The Oregon plan, while not as liberal as the 
Colorado scheme in rewards to the convicts, 
gives an inéentive for good work. Nearly 
200 of the prisoners at the Salem prison are 
“honor men.“ They are sent away from 
the penitentiary without guards to other in- 
stitutions to work. They are employed on 
the roads. A gang has been sent from Salem 
to Medford, a distance of 250 miles, without 
guard. There they pitched their tents and 
began road building on which they are still 
working. 

Each man before leaving gave his word 
of honor that.he would not attempt to escape 
and would prevent others.

The men employee in the road making re- 
celve pay from the towns and counties ask 
ing for their services. The convicts em- 
ployed around the insane asylum, tubercu- 
losis sanitarium, and industrial schools earn 
$1 a day, of which each worker gets 25 cents. 
The men placed on the honor roll are the men 
of good deportment who have earned good 
treatment. 

It has not been long ago since the Oregon 
prison was known far and wide for its cru- 
elties. This is the penitentiary from the 
tortures of which Harry Tracy made his 
bloodthirsty dash for liberty several years 
ago. 

Under the old system the Oregon prison 
created a deficit of 840000 yearly. Unde: 
the honor system last year it made $2,000 
above all expenses. In addition it furnished 
$14,000 worth of brick to various other state 
institutions. 

This plan was inaugurated by Gov. Oswald 
West and has been in operation eight months.

Ald, Brennan Supplies Idea. 

„The next dey—which was New Year’s—I 
happened to rum into Brennan and asked 
him what he would advise doing for these 
men—famished and half frozen. ‘Get a 
wagon, some coffee, rolls, and sugar, and 
hand this stuff out to them,’ he said. 

% That night I appeared at West Madison 
street and Jefferson, where the sidewalks, 
guttera, and street were lined with ‘down 
and outs.’ I had‘ Pittsburgh Joe with me 
„ saloonkeeper around the corner. Both ot 
us were fearful of being mobbed as soon 
as the men got a whiff of the coffee. We al- 
most were. 

“They made a rueh for the rear of the 
wagon, where I was sitting with a generous 
pile of roll and jumped straight for me. 
Now, there are only two things to do in that 
bort of a case. One is to treat the men as 
children, and the other to hit them with 
clubs, I did the latter, antl effectually, too.

“Tt neally made me sick to see how these 
‘down and outs’ piled up in the other lodg- 
ing houses. I even found them sleeping

don to that. 
charitable work until it helps the ‘down 
ene Outs.“ 

The winter of 1800 I boarded 900 to 1.509 
mon in that building for seventy nights and 
gave them three mealea day.

Out of the 1,600 oni thirty refused to 
work in the streets. Those men were down 
and out because they could pot get werk. 

The men would tell me how they had got 
along each year.

They would 
return with a check for about $57. How can 
a man in rags and unshaven get his check 
cashed? Who will cash it? No one but 4 
philanthropic galoom keeper. That meant 
they must spend all of their money in a bar- 
room. Those men can be called the im- 
providents for not thinking of the fact that 
that money should carry them through the 
Winter. 

Most of them, however, Were smart. They 
bought several drinks to get their checks 
cashed and then invested their money for 
beds for the rest of the winter.” 

In conclusion Mr; McDowell aévised that 
every man with a job help the man without 
one. 

Every one in this room today might be 
begging coffee and rolis from our ‘coffee 
wagone’ next Christmas,“ he declared. 
“Give a man a nickel if he aks you for it 
on the streets. What if he does get à drink 
with it? It will cheer up hie nights of tramp- 
ing the streets keeping warm.

It was announced Tuesday, and then the 
announcement was said by the British for- 
eign. office to be premature,“ that Great 
Britain would request our government to 
submit to arbitration at The Hague the 
question which has arisen between the two 
nations as to the Panama canal tolls. 

The question is one which may property 
go to arbitration, since it involves neither 
the security nor the honor of the United 
States, but only the making of more or less 
money by American shipowners at the ex- 
pense of other Americans who are not ship- 
owners, and other shipowners who are not 
American. 

But suppose our jingoes prevail, and our 
government refuses to arbitrate, what then! 
Would Great Britain start playing tit for 
tat with us? 

At present Great Britain accords us equa! 
rights with herself through ber canal, the 
Suez. Could she be expected to continue to 
do this if we refused her equal treatment 
through our canal, the Panama? 

Great Britain controls the great majority 
of good harbors and advantageous coaling 
depots on the five oceans. What if she de- 
cided, by means of discriminatory port 
charges, to make our ships less welcome at 
her harbors than the ships of other nations? 

Would it be strange if other maritime na- 
tions followed her lead? For be it remem- 
bered we are not discriminating against 
Great Britain alone at Panama, but against 
all nations. And we are doing this in spite 
of our plighted word not to do so.

FIRST AID TO THE POISONED. 

N poisoning, as the lawyers would 

say, time is the essence of the con- 

tract. Action should be quick. It is 

much better to work with jumped up 

things than to let the opportunity 
go by while trying to get just the right 
thing. 

The first thing to do is to cause vom- 
iting. While somebody is running for 
mustard' and warm water the patient 
should produce vomiting by tickling his 
throat with his finger, or a feather, or 
anything right at hand. As soon as the 
mustard ard warm water arrive a table- 
spoonful of the mustard should be dis- 
solved in a glassful of warm water and 
the mixture gulped down. Then run a 
finger into the throat. If this fails give 
two tablespoonfuls ef sirup of ipechc. 

, — 

Unless vomiting has been free, and in 
the cases of powerful poisons regardless 
of vomiting, the stomach must be washed 
out. If there is a fountain syringe at 
hand it should be filled with warm water, 
the tip removed, and the tube,swallowed. 
When two-thirds of the water has run 
out of the bag it should be dropped to a 
point lower than the patient’s belt and 
the stomach siphoned out. 

If the patient will not vomit a hypo- 
dermic: of apomorphine will bring results. 
As apomorphine tablets may be had in 
the first aid case sometimes, it is advis- 
able to give it before the physician arrives. 
There should be no hesitation in doing 
this unless vomiting has been satisfactory. 
The dose is one tablet. 

In treating poisoning the first step is to 
produce vomiting; the seeond, to give an 
antidote.

The third step is to treat so much of 


the effect of the poison as has not been 
washed out or neutralized. Some part 
of what are called antidotes is ter 
called physiological opposites, and, there- 
fore, might be classed in after treatment.

In a general way symptoms should be 
met. For example, if the body is cold, 
external heat and stimulants internally 
are called for. If the patient is disposed 
to sleep he must be kept awake, etc.

REPORT CABLED BY ADMIRAL 


| Marines Are Expected to Open Rail-

Washington, D. C., Sept. 4—American blue 
jackets from the cruiser Glacier, under En- 
sign Robert G. Coman. have récaptured a 
small steamer which the Nicaraguan rebels 
had seized near Corinto and taken to the bay 
of Fonseca to transport ineurgent troops.

EMPTY AUTOS AND STREETCARS 


Joliet Prison Guards See Man Dash from 
Quarry Gang, Open Fire, and Make

Joliet, III., Sept. 4.—[Special.]—A hail of 
bullets ¢mptied street cars and automobiles 
along the outside wall of the state peniten 
tlary here today while prison guards on the 
walls fired at a fleeing twenty year convict 
a quarter of a mille away.

DR. M’GEE, NOTED SCIENTIST, 
DIES OF CANCER AT CAPITAL. 


Explored Tiburon Island and Studied 
Unknown Savage Tribe—Was Chief 
of Government Bureaus, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 4 Dr. W. J. Me- 
Gee, noted anthropologist, gedlogist, hy- 
drologist, and author. died here today from a 
Cancerous growth. Dr. McGee was taken 
seriously ill several weeks ago. He was born 
in Dubuque county, Iowa, fifty-nine years 
ago. 

Dr. McGee made many contributions to gel- 
ence and his work was known throughout 
the world. In 1888 he became geologist in thé 
United States geological survey and spent 
seven years surveying and mapping 300,000 
square miles in southeastern United States. 

One of his most important works was the 
exploration of Tiburon Island, Guif of Call- 
fornia, where he made a study of a savage 
tribe of people never before recorded. He 
was then efhnologist of the bureau of Amer- 
ican ethnology, which position he occubied 
ten years, resigning in 1908 to become chief 
of the department of anthropology of the St. 
Louls exposition. Later he was director of 
the St. Louis public museum for two years 
and in 190T became secretary ef the inland 
waterways commission, which position he 
held at the time of his death as well as being 
an expert of the department of agriculture. 

Dr. McGee never bad a surname other than 
„W. J.“ and always signed and insisted that 
he de addressed by those initials without pe- 
rioéds after them. He was married in 1688 to 
a noted physician, Anita Newcomb, daughter 
of the late Prof. Simon Newcomb, lecturer ia 
hygiene at the niveraity of California.

the present volume of short stories is far from 
humorous. This is due to the choice of subject 
matter, for it is most serious when men, young 
men, too, know they must conquer their unrea- 
soning fear as they face the bullets of the 
enemy. That they overcome their momentary 
cowardice shows that Mr. Gray has the right 
point of view, which, as much as the skill 
with which the stories are written, the deftness 
of the characterization, and the concise com- 
pleteness of the descriptions, makes the volume 
a welcome addition to the general collection of 
short stories,

Mr. Hamilton Jackson, the English architect, 
who wrote such interesting books about the 
Italian and Dalmatian shores of the Adriatic, 
has now prepared a third similar work, RAM 
BLES IN THE PYRENEES AND ADJACENT 
DISTRICTS” (E. P. Dutton & Co.), and dealing, 
like the others, with the architectural features, 
not of well known places, but the out of- way 
towns which the tourist does not so often visit, 

He takes the reader, for instance, to Pau, St. 
Sever, St. Gaudens, Oloron, St. Lizier, Ville- 
franch®é-le-Confient, Céret, Marbonne, ‘Carcas- 
sonne, Auch, Toulouse, Moissac, and other spots 
which are mere places on the map to most per- 
sons. In scope the book takes in a sweep 
across southern France from the Bayonne to 
Arles and Tarakon, including, as has been said, 
many places off the beaten track of travel.

Gingerbreads. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


LTHOUGH I cannot vouch for the excel- 
lence of all the following recipes I can 
commend the first as one making. an ex- 
cellent and inexpensive gingerbread. 
Gingerbreads are the best kind of 
sweet bread for stout people, who would get 
thin, to eat. Such people nearly always like 
sweets exceptionally well, and there are good 
reasons why gingerbread is the best thing they 
can take. 
Inexpensive Gingerbread.-——One teaspoon each 
of soda, salt, and ginger, one cup of New Or- 
leans molasses, one-half a cup of sugar, one- 
half a cup of melted lard, one cup of boiling 
water, flour enough to make a thin batter. Bake 
slowly twenty to thirty minutes in a small, 
deep dripping pan. 


„ 


Warm Gingerbread.—One-half a cup of but- 
ter, fill the remainder of the cup with boiling 
water. One-half a cup of sugar, fill the re- 
mainder of the cup with dark molasses. Two 
cups of flour, one egg, two teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, one scant level tablespoon of ginger 
and a little cinnamon. Half of this recipe is 
enough for four persons. 

Soft Gingerbread.— Mix together one-half a 
cup of brown sugar and a scant half-cup of 
meat drippings. Add one egg, well beaten, one- 
half a cup of light New Orleans molasses, and 
half a teaspoon each of ginger and cinnamon. 
Into one-half a cup of boiling water stir one 
even teaspoon of soda. Fold in one cup and 
a half of sifted flour. Bake with a slow fire 
for half an hour if baked in a sheet-—— if baked 
in muffin tins a little less time is needed.

Mrs. Lincoln's Recipe for Frosted Ginger- 
bread.— One cup of molasses, one teaspoon of 
soda, one tablespoon of ginger, one tablespoon 
of butter melted, a half a teaspoon of salt, one- 
half a teaspoon of cinnamon, one-half a cup of 
boiling water, two cups of flour. Mix in the 
order given and beat well. Bake in a moderate 
oven. Frost with two tablespoons of milk, 
stirred thick enough to spread with powdered 
sugar.

It is this inspiration 
of beauty which renders the works of the 
great masters of art immortal.

Manager Callahan gave Jim Scott of Wy- 
oming another chance to demonstrate that 
he can come back, and it was partially suc- 
cessful. Scotty’s work showed that he still 
has much distance to cover before he comes 
back to form, but it was encouraging as 
far as it went. In the first inning the Tigers 
made a base om balls, two hits, and fwo runs 
off Scott; in the second they made two hits 
and two runs; in the third, two hits and one 
run, and in the fourth one hit and no runs. 


Douglass Follows Scott. 

This exhibition of progressive improve- 
ment satisfied both Callahan and Scott, so 
the come back pitcher was sent to the 
shower. and Bill Douglass, the giant re- 
crult from Des Moines, was put through 
another set of examination papers. The big 
right hander started off like a whale, re- 
tiring three men in a row in the fifth. He 
achieved the pinnacle of popularity when he 
crossed Ty Cobb at the start of the sixth 
and. struck out the Georgian. Then his sup- 
porters began to weaken, and before the 
game was over the Tigers were running rings 
around our boys.

In spite of all that happened Douglass.
